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Foreword 

The sole purpose of our creation is ‘Ibadah 
(worship of Allah Si). Allah S says: 

And I have created jinn and men only for my worship. 
( 51 : 56 ) 

Allah §£, through His Mercy, sent Ambiya 350 to 
guide us in this regard. They taught Allah’s Si 
servants the method of fulfilling the purpose for 
which they were created. From the various forms 
of ‘Ibadah taught by the Ambiya 8501, one is du‘a. 
Rasulullah M has said: 

Du a is the essence of‘ibadah.” (Tirmidhi) 

He also said: 

Du a is ‘ibadah. (Tirmidhi, Abu Dawud, Ibn Majah) 

He has urged his Ummah to hold fast to this special 
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form of ‘ibadah: 


0 servants of Allah, hold fast to du'a. (Tirmidhi) 

He has also warned those who do not supplicate 
to Allah it: 

Allah is angry with those who do not ask from Him. 
(Tirmidhi) 

Allah St also declares: 

Call Me: I will respond to you. Indeed, those who 
are too proud to worship Me will enter Jahannam 
disgraced. (40:60) 

Rasulullah s® encouraged the believers to engage 
in du‘a by continually mentioning its virtues, 
explaining its adab (etiquettes) and also teaching 
the words of hundreds of du‘as, which are scattered 
throughout the books of ahadlth. The Sahabah & 
were bestowed with the great ni'mah of emulating 
their beloved M in all matters, as were the pious 
individuals who followed in their footsteps. They 
were all absorbed in this quality of turning to 
Allah S in all matters and supplicating to Him, 
asking Him to fulfil their needs, no matter how 
insignificant they may be. May Allah S reward 




them all in abundance, for if Rasulullah 'M had not 
practically taught the words and formulae of du‘as, 
and if the Sahabah and the pious ‘ulama had not 
preserved and transmitted this priceless treasure 
to us, it would have been virtually impossible for 
people weak in Din like us to know how to ask from 
Allah §g. 

Furthermore, the ‘ulama and muhaddithln 
conferred a great favour upon us by producing 
various compilations of supplications, choosing 
from the hundreds that are to be found in the 
treasure of ahadlth. One such compilation is Al- 
Hizb Al-A‘zam, compiled by Mulla ‘All Al-Qari #. It 
is divided into seven parts, one for each day of the 
week, in order to facilitate regular recitation with 
ease. This compilation was part of the ma'mCilat 
(prescribed practices) of the great luminary in 
the field of tazkiyah and ihsan, Shaykh-al-Hadlth 
Hadrat Mawlana Muhammad Zakariyya #. 

The book in your hands is an abridged version of 
this very compilation. Taking into consideration 
the difficulties people experience in carrying out 
ma'mulat in our times, due to heavy commitments, 




lack of barakah in time and also through lack of 
resolution, Hadrat Shaykh-al-Hadlth # instructed 
his very close disciple and khallfah Sufi Iqbal 
Madam # to prepare an abridged version of Al- 
Hizb Al-A‘zam. 

With great effort and care Hadrat Sufi Sahib $ 
accomplished the task, choosing supplications 
from Al-Hizb Al-A‘zam that were comprehensive 
and established through authentic sources. May 
Allah S reward him in abundance for this great 
favour upon the Ummah. 

It has been my desire for some time that this 
compilation be published with an English 
translation, so that those living in English speaking 
countries can acquire its benefits in full. Upon my 
request, my dear Mawlana Muhammad Chothia 
rendered the English translation through the 
Grace of Allah {g. It was then checked and edited 
by my dear Mawlana Sulayman Bhula. May Allah 
W, reward their efforts. Amin. 

This particular compilation is for those people 
who are unable to read the complete version due 
to lack of time or weakness. As for those who have 
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included in their practices the habit of reciting the 
complete Al-Hizb Al-A‘zam, it is necessary that 
they continue with their normal practice, for that 
is the desired and preferred choice, 

I request and urge all my brothers and sisters to 
include this compilation in their daily practices 
and read it with regularity. Insha’allah, they will 
reap unimaginable benefits in both worlds, as 
any practice carried out with continuity, however 
small, is very much beloved to the Creator. 

How Often Should You Read the Abridged 
Al-Hizb Al-A‘zam? 

1. If possible, read the complete book daily. 

2. If not, read one part daily. 

3. During auspicious nights and days and blessed 
places, e.g. Arafat, Laylat-ul-Qadr, etc. try to 
read the complete book. 

How to Read the Abridged Al-Hizb Al- 
A‘zam 

1. Try to study the translation now and then so 




you become familiar with the supplications. 

2. Do not make it a habit of reading only; beseech 
Allah H with total concentration. 

3. Read with total humility and a sense of great 
need, and beg from Allah §g. 

4. If you are able to, then shed tears and weep 
while reading; if not, then adopt the appearance 
of weeping. 

5. Do not read with the intention of getting your 
needs fulfilled only; read with the intention of 
‘ibadah.
